I hereTftTith  beg  to  present  yoii  with  iry  Annual 
Report,  v/hioh  refers  to  the  Year  1918, 

POPULATION.  The  Registrar  General  estimates  the  population 

up  to  the  middle  of  1918  at  5005  for  calculating  the  birth 
rate,  and  2680  for  calculating  the  death  rate,  iti  your 
district , 

BIRTHS , The  total  number  registered  was  57,  29  being 

males,  and  28  females.  This  is  19  more  than  in  1917, 
which  is  equivalent  to  a birth  rate  of  18 *9  per  1000,  as 
compared  with  a birth  rate  of  17 *7  per  1000  total  population 
of  England  and  Wales, 

DEATHS , The  total  number  registered  was  44,  one  less  than 

the  total  registered  in  1917;  of  these,  20  were  males  and 
24  females.  The  death  rate  is  16*4  per  1000  as  compared 
w'ith  a death  rate  of  17*6  per  1000  total  population  for 
England  and  Wales,

PHTHISIS  . 3 cases  were  notified, -all  from  Bottesford.  Tiie 

first  was  an  invalided  soldier,  who  apparently  oontracted 
the  disease  whilst  in  the  Army^  the  second  was  a girl  of 
fourteen,  who  oontraoted  the  disease  locally.  Both  these 
were  fatal  cases.  The  third  case  was  notified  to  me  from 
M.  N,  S.  Medical  Board,  hut  I was  unahle  to  trace  the  man.

SMALLPOX,  No  cases  were  notified. 

XNFD'JEr^ZA.  Your  district  was  affected  during  1918  hy  two 


epidemics.  The  first  occurred  chief  15^  in  June  and 
July;  although  the  outhreaJi  affected  most  of  the  district 
no  deaths  were  recorded.  The  second  was  of  a very  severe 
and  extensive  nature;  praotioally  all  the  district  was 
involved,  though  to  a varying  extent.  Knipton  com- 
paratively speaking,  was  only  slightly  involved,  hut 
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Rediaile  a’^otEt  per  cent  of  the  residents  were  attacked, 
Bottesford  v/as  also  hadly  attacked.  This 
epidemic  occurred  during  the  months  of  October, 
MoveraSoer  and  December,  and  resulted  in  10  deaths  being 
recorded. 


SOHOOLS,,  Ihiipton  School  v/as  not  closed  for  illness 

during  the  year.  All  the  others  were  closed  on  the 
following  dates,  and  the  closure  in  each  case  was  due 
to  Influenza:
